This the Citie hath ſufficient experience of,there being divers Artificers, who for- 
metly lived in good credit and fathion,and wereable ro give towards the mainte- 
nance of the Poore, who are now by reaſon of Priviledges , ProteQions, and Privi- 
ledged places, keepin their t ſtates from them,fallen into want and penury,and not 
able to ſupport themſelves; and others of better quality, who did formerly keep di- 
yers perſons and Fami tes in conſtant imployments , are by reaſon of the ſaid Privi- 
ledges, Protections, and Priviledged Places, hindring them of their Eſtates , much 
fallen, both in their Trades and Credits, 

That ſome principall Merchants of the Citie of London, writing to Friends into 
forreign parts, for about One hundred thouſand Pounds,to furniſh the neceſlitie of 
the State withall, were trom them anſwered, that they were afraid to ſend their mo- 
neys, becauſe they could not command the ſame back againe at their pleaſures, b 
reaſon of Priviledges, Priviledged places, and ProteQtions fo generally granted. 
And it is a generall complaint of Strangers here , that whereas our Merchan:s tra- 
ding into forreign parts, have libertie and freedome without interruption , to reco- 
ver their debts againit Perſons of greateſt qualitie and Eſtate, Strangers reſiding and 
trading in this Kingdome, have not the like libertie againſt the meaneſt Subje& m 
it, by reaſon of Apo ProteQions, and Priviledged places : the like whereof 
(by conſent of all Merchants, with whom we have conferred ) is not granted in any 
place whatſoever, neither to Nobles norothers. 

_ Befides the great prejudice and inconvenience to the Common Trad: of the King- 
dome, and to many particular perſons alledged in the Propoſitions before tnention- 
ed, . it will cleerely appeare by the multitude of ProreFtions, Priviledges, and Priyi- 
ledged places, whereofuſe is made at this preſeat,, by debtors , to ſhelter them- 
ſelyes from payment of their juſt debts, whereof to the number of a thouſand, came 
to-our know ledge within the compaſſe of a few houres,and are particularly colleted 

and diſtinguiſhed in writing, and many more will appeare , if further way may be 
iven to an inquiry after them, And by credible information, the debts owing by 
ome of the Nobility of this wn (which the Creditors are inforced to forbeare
